AND THE PUBLIC. 
It is announced that Mr. Hoover has persuaded 
the food administrator for Illinois, Harry Wheeler, 
to retain his position in spite of his desire to resign. 
This announcement is made directly after the fed- 
eral trade commission has accused many Illinois 
corporations, and especially the packers, of having 
éxacted exorbitant profits from the public. —

Congress has conferred upon the food administra- 
tion a very great degree of authority. If it is not a 
price fixing board, it nevertheless exercises powers 
that seem to indicate an equivalent power of con- 
trol. What it cannot accomplish by strictly legal 
methods it can accomplish by extra-legal methods. 
The federal trade commission seeks to prove that 
various corporations engaged zu the preparation 
and distribution of food are making abnormal 
profits. The question at once arises as to whether 
they have done so with the approval of Mr. Hoover 
or in codperation with him for what is presumably 
a common end, or whether they are out manufac- 
turing political war medicine, as their somewhat 
sensational methods hint. | 
It is obvious that the attitude taken by the trade 
commission is in effect a reflection on the food 
administration. In view of the power and author-

All the evidence is to the effect that Mr. Hoover

IN WAR ALLOTMENTS | 


Washington, D. C., July 2.—[ Spe- 
cial.}—Many men in the American 
army who have dependents have will- 
fully misrepresented the fact and made 
no allotment of their pay to wives, 
mothers, or other dependents. 

This is disclosed in the report of a 
special committee appointed in May by 
the secretary of the treasury and the 
secretary of war to inquire into the 
operation of the war risk insurance 
bureau in charge of distributing pay 
allotments of soldiers to their depend- 
ents, concerning which there have 
been many complaints. 

The committee, headed by Col. Her- 
bert D. Lord, representing the war 
department found many causes for 
delay, which were entirely be 
yond control of the bureau. but 
is also found fault with the meth- 


ods and efficiency of the bureau 


and has suggested changes in meth- 
ods which will result in a saving of six- 
teen days from the receipt of applica- 
tions to the issuing of checks in pay- 
ment of allotments. . 


—_~ . 

Causes for delays over which the bu- 
reau should have control, the commit- 
tee found to be these: | 

The short time which elapsed be- 
tween approval of the war risk insur- 
ance act and the date when it became 
effective. | 

Necessity for bringing into existence 
a large bureau and training a large 
force of employés in a short time. 

Absence of controls and safeguards 
over vital records which has resulted 
in many being misfiled and going 


ma Considering the magnitude of the 
problem and the conditiens which sur- 
round it,.“ the committee said, “it is 
the opinion of the committee that the 
service has been efficient.as could 
reasonably be expected.” 

Inéreasing the personnel of the bu- 
reau is recommended, and application 
has already been made for 15,000 
square feet of additional floor space 
for expansion of the bureau to handle 
the growing work heaped upon it. 


— 
Every enlisted man, the report 
points aut, is compelled by law to file 


| a report whether he has dependents or 


not, and many interesting facts were 
divulged through the inquiry regard- 
ing these, one of the most interesting 
being that many soldiers who had de- 
pendents failed to report them. 

“Of the 2,313,880 statements filed 
up to June 15, 1918,“ the report says, 
“there are 1;371,150 in which the en- 
‘Hsted men have declared that they have 
no dependents and, therefore, have 
allotted no part of their pay. The ex- 
perience of the bureau has been that 
in many such cases dependents do ex- 
ist and the failure to report them is 
due either to a misunderstanding on 
the part of the soldier or his willful 
intention to misrepresent conditions so 
that he may be spared the necessity 
of allotting part of his pay. 


> g * 

In some cases it has developed that 
altho he has reported no depend- 
ants, the enlisted man has misied the 
wife or mother by writing to her that 
he has allotted part of his pay and 
that she should receive each month a 
check from the government. After 
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waiting some time and failing to re- 
either 


celve a check, the wife or mother 


= 
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writes’ to the bureau or complains to 
her senator or congressman. 

“ As soon as the bureau is notified of 
this situation, a special application 
blank is forwarded to the wife, upon 
which she can lay the basis of her 
claim, supported by che testimony of 
witnesses. It is then definitely as- 
certained whether the man is in the 
service, and if such is the case an 
award is made and the commanding 
officer of the soldier is notified of the 
facts. , 

“The commanding officer then with- 
holds a part of the man's pay each 
month to rcimburse the bureau for the 
allotment which it forwards each 
month. 


~~ 
“Under the present law nothing can 


be done in the case of dependant 
mothers, for whom the soldier has not 


made an allotment, for they come 
under class B.“ and it is entirely 
voluntary upon the part of the soldier 
to make allotment for the benefit of 
dependents within that classification. 

“In these cases a notice is sent to 
the commmanding officer with the sug- 
gestion that he bring the situation to 
the attention of the enlisted man and 
urge him to make suitable allotment 
so that the bureau may pay the allow- 
ance justified by the facts. 

“In view of the large number of 
applications alleging no dépendents, 
the committee decided to have a more 
definite warning given to enlisted men, 
and in the future a warning notice 
will be printed in large type on each 
application. 


— 

“ Since Nov. 1, 1917, the day the war 
risk insurance act became effective, up 
to June 16, 1918, there have been 
23,663 applications filed by enlisted 
men claiming exemption from making 
allotments to their wives upon the 
ground of desertion, unworthiness, or 
other causes. In many of these cases 

orance is expressed of the wife's 
Cee. 

When such application is received 
steps are taken to ascertain the wife's 
address and she is then called upon 
to reply to her husband’s charge. The 
matter is then carefully considered by 
counsel attached to the exemption divi- 
sion of the bureau, and it may be 
noted that of the 23,653 claims for 
exemption, 8,350 have been allowed, 
4,530 have been denied, and 10,773 still 
are pending. 

“One of the most common causes 
of delay, for which the bureau is not 
responsible, is the giving of an fheor- 
rect address of the beneficiary, either 
through carelessnese or confusion on 
the part of the soldier. . 4

“The application blanks in many local desler 


cases contain Insufficient or incorrect 
addresses and the checks cannot be 
delivered by the postal authorities, In 
other cases the allottee has moved 
without giving the proper forwarding 
address. Over 6,000 checks are re- 
turned each month by the postal au- 
thoritles to the bureau because the al.

‘Chicago, July 2.—({Mditor of The Trib- 
une. I—Our attention has been called to 
a letter written by M. II. D. of Oak Park, 
m., with reference to an editorial of 
the day on War and Wool.“ published 
also in your paper a few days previous. 
The wool supply of the country is not 
sufficient to take care of the needs of our 
soldiers and will not be because of the 
fact that previous to the war we pro- 
duced but little less than one-half of our 


now are producing lesg than one-third, 
and as the number of our soldiers under 
arms increases we are ikely to face a 
serious deficit. 

The patriotic men of this bureau who 
organized it and are supporting it finan- 
cially will be glad to know that M. H. D. 
has deen raising sheep and wool for 
years and is doing so now. 

There is only one explanation for the 
fact that any dealer says that he is not 
buying wool, and that is this: The entire 
wool supply of the country has been tak- 
en over by the. government, including 
the present spring clip, which is now 
coming in. It was a stupendous task and 
took the wool committee of the war in- 
dustries board some Httle time to formu- 
late plans for taking over this wool that 


any one. For this reason and for the 
further fact that the classification of 
wool in the so-called fleece wool states, 
which embraces Illinois, presented a 
more difficult problem than did the clas- 
sification of territory wool in the range 
states of the west, made it necessary for 
the government, after taking over the 
wool, to forbid wool dealers in the fleece 
estates, which are’ approximate con- 
fined to the middle west, to buy, wool 
until definite plans had been worked out. 
Also local dealers who buy woo! are al- 
lowed a commission of 1% cents per 
pound and this apparently does not seem 
to be a strong inducement to the average 
. „ This commission is paid by
